Purshase of Marinette, Ariz., and
7800 Acres Strengthens Hold
on Tire Fabric Industry.

chase of the town of Marinette,

na, fourteen miles northwest of
"hoenix, and 7,800 acres of land ad-
ncant, for cotton growing, has just
wen made by the Southwest Cotton
vompany, a subsidiary of the Good-
year Tire & Rubber Company.

By the completion of this deal, the
total amount of land ownmed by the
company for raising long ataple cotton
to be used in fabric for automobile
tires has been increased to 36,000
acres, More than 20,000 acres nad-
ditional have been, leased for future
needs. Of the 56,000 ncres controlled
about 30,000 are under cultivation and
producing many thousands of bales of
cotton annually.

Homes similar to those built by the
company for its 2,000 employees in
the towns of Litchfield and Goodyear
in the Salt River Valley will be erect-
od in Marinette for employees on the
new plantation,

To celebrate the acquisition of the
new tract, a barbecue was given re-
cently. by the company to allow its
employees to become acquainted with
the people of Marinette.

The pioneer work done by thls com-

pany in irrigating portions of the Salt
River Valley and starting the cultiva-
tion of cotton in the heart of an Ari-
zona desert marks one of its brilliant
achievements. Beaides owning cotton
¥ing and other equipment in Arizona,
another Goodyear auxiliary has gone
into the Imperial valley in California
and arranged to take large portions of
the cotton yield in that fertile region.

While the cultivated cotton does not
begin to supply the company’s pres-
ent needs, the project has been de-
veloped to care for future require-
ments,
